The English Department in- 
cludes Journalism, Drama, and 
Speech, together with the regu- 
lar English classes. 

In the Journalism Department 
Stan and Sally studied different 
types of news stories, learned to 
write editorials and feature ar- 
ticles, to interview people, and 
to present clear and concise 
news reports. 

As the Dramatic class is con- 
nected with the English Depart- 
ment through the necessity for 
good expression, Stan and 
Sally gained improvement in the use of our 
English language, which would be of much 
benefit to them in their future life.

These subjects make up the English Depart- 
ment but are divided into separate classes. 
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DAUBERS 

In recent years the enrollment 
in art classes has increased 
considerably because of the 
fact that we have discovered a 
definite talent is not needed be- 
fore taking the subject. Also 
we have learned that art ex- 
tends beyond the fundamentals 
of painting and drawing. Peo- 
ple have learned to enjoy art in 
all its phases. Every day we 
run across evidences and uses 
of art in our dress, our homes, 
and business although we may 
not recognize it in its common 
form. After graduation the ari 
student may continue his train- 
ing in college or put his knowledge to use and 
secure a position using his talent. Thus Sally 
learned to make her own costume jewelry as 
well as sketching, painting, carving and sculp- 
turing. This year boys were more numerous 
than girls in the art classes because they have 
learned to enjoy the art work. There are al- 
ways some who enroll in art, thinking it is 
a snap subject, or a place to catch up on lost 
sleep, but discover work lurks in the offing. 
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BUGS AND BOTTLES 

Students entering East High School are in- 
deed fortunate in having access to our fine 
science department. There are four different 
divisions in this section. They are biology, 
physics, chemistry, and practical science. Biol- 
ogy takes up the study of plant and animal life, 
giving the student a broader conception of life. 
Physics, teaching the physical laws, helps to 
explain the many things which are so much of 
our everyday living. Chemistry 
concludes the college prepara- 
tory science course, giving the 
regular textbook work along 
with the opportunity the student 
receives to work on his own in 
the laboratory. For the person 
who would like to gain some 
general knowledge of science 
and hasn't the time to go into 
the details, the practical science 
course is offered. Science gives 
one knowledge that will be use- 
ful all through life whether the 
student has spent three years 
in conscientious study or one 
semester in a brief synopsis of 
scientific work.

If that does not make sense it is probably 
because you never studied French, Spanish, 
or Latin, the three foreign languages taught 
at East High. Many take French or Spanish 
to satisfy the desire to be able to read or to 
speak another language. The student taking 
any foreign language usually finds himself 
with a better English grade. Sally took Latin 
because it would prepare her for nursing. Latin 
is taken by many in preparation for nursing 
or doctoring or as a foundation for further study 
and training. Many great works were written 
in French and other languages and with a 
knowledge of the languages these can become 
available to us. At the present there are no 
German classes as of former years. The sud- 
den increase of Spanish enrollment may be 
attributed partly to the good neighbor policy. 
With the condition of the world as it is today 
we should be able to understand each other 
and not allow more than boundary lines to 
separate us. Let us all be good neighbors 
through language. 




FACTS AND FIGURES 

Of course, in his college preparatory course 
Stan could not have possibly done without 
mathematics. He had a foundation of one year 
of algebra on entering East High so he began 
his high school mathematics with a year's 
study of plane geometry. After mastering the 
various geometric theorems, postulates, etc., 
Stan took a half year of algebra in a course 
called advanced algebra.

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MASTER CRAFTSMEN

the school to include four different divisions of 
industry to the advantage of the boys in this 
school. 

Stan Grad was offered the opportunity to 
study these four divisions of industry, which 
were: Auto Mechanics, Woodwork, Mechan- 
ical Drawing, and Printing. 

In auto mechanics, he was able to find out 
just what part every little bolt and screw played 
in making a car run. Although the work he 
put on a car would sometimes turn out to be 
a failure, he was then able to find out what 
was wrong and do it over again correct. 

In woodwork, Stan was able to make some 
lovely pieces of furniture for his mother. He 
learned how to make fancy cuttings on the 
legs of the table and to put finishing stains on 
them when he was through. This was a very 
interesting subject to him. 

The printing class was also interesting to 
Stan. He studied on how to set up the printing 
press, how to compose the printers' type, and 
how to set up advertising heads. 

The drawing of blueprints was the subject 
studied in mechanical drawing. Stan found this 
a useful class as it would come in handy when 
he studied and worked out his own blueprints. 

All in all, Stan had quite a nice selection of 
subjects to choose from as a life occupation. 

Of course, it would be necessary to have 
more experience than this, but this knowledge 
he gained in high school on these subjects 
would serve as fine basis for a life occupation. 




HOMEMAKERS 

The two important courses of Home Eco- 
nomics are cooking and sewing. 

In the cooking class Sally Grad found out 
about the "do's" and "don'ts" of cooking. She 
tried her hand at baked foods, fried foods, and 
boiled foods. 

In the sewing department Sally got experience 
in making her own clothes, in making children's 
clothes, and in making things for the home. 
This subject together with cooking gave her 
new ideas on how to save money and still come 
out with the most pleasant appearing clothes 
and cooking. 

As these two subjects are a great necessity 
in making a future home, Sally advises every 
10-B girl to include these subjects in her high 
school course. 
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BIG BUSINESS 

The commercial department in- 
cludes several subjects which pre- 
pare the student for a business career. 
English and history are not the only 
esential requirements in obtaining a 
position. In a world that is tending 
to specialize in everything Stan and 
Sally plan to be prepared for at least 
one line of work upon graduation. 
Salesmanship teaches the fundamen- 
tals of selling and approaching peo- 
ple. Merchandising takes care of the 
retail end of selling. Although many 
take bookkeeping merely as a foun- 
dation for college, Stan was able to 
prepare himself for a position in this 
field. The adding, calculator, and 
electric adding machines in the more 
advanced bookkeeping are steps 
toward a position in themselves. A 
working knowledge of the commercial 
world is given through commercial 
geography, the study of our nation, 
of other nations, and of the ways man 
has put nature's forces to his use; com- 
mercial law, which instructs one on 
business contracts; and commercial 
arithmetic, polishing upon previously 
learned principles. 



SPEEDSTERS 

Sally Grad took full advan- 
tage of East High's $17,000 
worth of stenographic equip- 
ment by taking five semesters 
of typing and four semesters of 
shorthand. In her advanced 
semester she learned to operate 
the dictaphone and mimeo- 
graph machines. Filing, carbon 
copying, and stencil cutting 
have become quite common to 
her. Because Stan was inter- 
ested in typing for his personal 
use, he took only two semes- 
ters, the maximum typing 
course without shorthand. 

Nearly all the lune graduates 
of East High who completed the 
five semester typing course are 
now regularly employed in 
some business concern. East 
High has 597 typists and 291 
shorthand students. 




MUSIC MAKERS 

On entering East High School Stan and 
Sally found that the musical opportunities were 
very numerous for the person who had ability 
and wished to try. Stan was interested in in- 
strumental music so when he found out that 
East High had an orchestra as well as a band, 
he decided to look over the merits of each. 
After consideration, he decided on the band 
and following a good deal of practice, he was 
made a member of not only the pep band but 
also the marching organization. 

Sally loved to sing so she tried out for the 
girls' glee club. On learning of her success 
in her attempt to become a member of the club, 
Sally was delighted and decided to work hard 
to make a go of her vocal education. She 
progressed well in the glee club and soon she 
was chosen to become a member of the girls' 
sextet. Assemblies, extravaganzas, and other 
various programs gave Sally and the other boy 
and girl singers the valuable experience of 
performing before audiences. Not only does the 
music student gain actual experience and an 
opportunity for fine instruction but he also has 
the opportunity to meet new people and to 
have many good times while entertaining 
others.

The printer re- 
ceives these articles and advertisements, prints 
them in long strips and sends them to East High. 
They are then pasted on "dummy sheets", 
originals of the pages we read, and are sent 
back to the printer to be made into hundreds 
of East High Scrolls.

Our paper is sent all over the United 
States in exchange for other publications.

For example, the Lee Township eleven had 
claimed a statistical better half of the second 
place berth in the Big Seven Conference, shar- 
ing space with West Waterloo. 

North Loses Crown 

North Des Moines found itself minus the city 
series crown this year. Taken from us last sea- 
son, this coveted honor found its way back to 
the east side of town where it has rested longer 
than elsewhere in the city. Although we can- 
not claim a perfect season, if we mean by that 
no defeats or ties, we can be proud of the 
great record that we did maintain, seven vic- 
tories from a difficult eight-game schedule. 

Five on All-City Team 

A fourth honor, that the entire school is proud 
of, is the fact that the 1941 All-City high school 
football team, chosen by the Des Moines Trib- 
une, saw five members of the East High squad 
occupying places on the first eleven, the highest 
representation of any school. 

Superlatives 

The Tribune used a record number of super- 
latives in describing our players, superlatives 
to which we echo a hearty "amen". Doubtless, 
the best quarterback in the city was Einar John- 
son, East High signal caller. He kicked with 
deadly accuracy, passed equally well, and, 
alertly following the paths opened by his 
blockers, ran like a deer, minus the deer's tim- 
idity. Speaking of blockers; Bill Freeman was 
"the best blocking lineman in the city", to quote 
the Tribune. Many believe that this guard with 
his ferocious blocks did more to spark the East 
High thrusts than anything else. 

Gene Taylor, Captain 

Gene Taylor, who acted as the captain of 
the team this year, drew the center spot with 
his consistent heads-up brand of football. He 
was a big reason for shifting Bob Story, the 
transferee, to a tackle spot from the center spot 
that had been his in Council Bluffs; however, 
Story played the tackle's game as brilliantly 
as the center's, and he was given a place on the 
All-City without question. Snatching away the 
All-City tackle post, incidentally, was only a 
preview to Story for a greater honor. When the 
local newspapers published their list of the very 
best players in the state, that is, the All-State 



team, Story, was the only Des Moines player 
to be assigned a position — and that is an honor! 
Another who had no noticeable competition 
for his post was Jesse Hill, 6 feet 2 inches of 
football skill. His passing, running, and tackling 
added much of the punch to East High's game. 

All Deserve Credit 

These five were outstanding, but they were 
not the team. Harold Lawler and Delbert 
Cockayne deserve special mention for the out- 
standing playing that netted them positions on 
the second team of the All-City. But to each and 
every one of the boys should go our fullest 
appreciation for affording East High with the 
great team that is traditionally ours.

reich directs the clubs of East with the help of 
the club advisors. She is in charge of all their 
social activities also. 

East High's teachers are a versatile group. 
Their interests range over a wide variety of 
activities. Some follow up the subjects they 
teach when school is over. Some direct clubs 
and some have other activities which are in- 
valuable in making school life more pleasant 
and interesting for themselves and for their 
students. 

Several teachers, considered most experi- 
enced in their own lines of work, are appointed 
heads of their own departments. These people 
direct the work in their departments. Among 
them, Miss Gabriel is chairman of the English 
Department which includes English, journalism, 
public speaking, and dramatics. It is the larg- 
est department. Miss Balliet has two depart- 
ments under her guidance, the Language De- 
partment with three teachers and the Mathe- 
matics Department with four teachers. Another 
large department is the Social Science Depart- 
ment directed by Mr. D. O. Wilson; Mr. Lyman 
is the chairman of the Science Department 
which includes biology, physics, chemistry and 
practical science. 

There are two commercial departments, the 
General Commercial Department headed by 
Mr. Bingham and the Stenographic Commercial 
Department headed by Miss Merrill. Mr. Hos- 
tetter is in charge of the Industrial Department 



covering auto mechanics, wood working, me- 
chanical drawing, and printing. The Home 
Economics Department has only three teachers 
and is headed by Miss Wetzstein. In the Art 
Department there are two instructors. Miss 
Macy, who is well known in art circles, is in 
charge there. 

Many of the teachers have clubs of one sort 
and another. They enjoy this more sociable 
contact with the students. Some of the teachers 
have clubs in the same subject that they teach 
and some in other subjects. 

Others of the teachers have extra activities 
that are of value and interest to the whole 
school. Among them are Mr. Collins who oper- 
ates the public address system and the special 
lighting effects. Mr. Hostetter directs the ar- 
ranging of all stage settings which are designed 
by Miss Macy and the Art Department. Of 
course the men who spend so much time coach- 
ing athletics add an infinite amount of interest 
to school life. Mr. Stratton is an invaluable 
member of the staff because of his direction of 
the Scroll and Quill staffs and his guidance of 
the cheerleaders. Mr. Olsen and Mr. Stephens 
do a great deal of work in taking charge of the 
publications and athletic funds respectively. 

Many others of the teachers do a large 
amount of work in helping students solve their 
problems. They guide and help them in many 
ways and make themselves necessary to the 
whole school.
